VILLAGE HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION REGULATORY 

STANDARDS 

 

Staff distributed copies of the most recent draft and highlighted recent changes. 

Commissioner Hotaling reviewed his proposed formatting changes to the document. 

Commissioner members agreed that the re-formatting improved the clarity of the 

document. Staff reported that members of the Boston Landmarks Commission 

reviewed the draft and agreed that the proposed guidelines are clear and appropriate 

for the district. They suggested some revisions to the history of the district, 

clarification of the boundaries, and some revised language for landscape. 

 

In conclusion, the Commission directed staff to forward the current amended draft to 

the legal department and Boston Planning and Development Agency (BPDA) for 

comments.
